Amplified Indoor TV Antenna 


OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


Your RadioShack Amplified Indoor TV Antenna provides excellent re- 
ception of VHP and UHF broadcast TV channels in most locations. 
The antenna receives signals equally well from any direction and has 
adjustable dipoles for optimal VHP reception. Its built-in 10 dB amplifi- 
er helps boost the signal for better reception. The antenna comes with 
a 6-foot, 75-Ohm coaxial cable to connect to your television. 

Cautions: 


A You must use a Class 2 power source that supplies 15V 
DC and delivers at least 100 mA. Its center tip must be 
set to positive and its plug must fit the antenna's 15VDC 
jack. The supplied adapter meets these specifications. Using an 
adapter that does not meet these specifications could damage the 
antenna or the adapter. 

• Always connect the AC adapter to the antenna before you con- 
nect it to AC power. Always disconnect the adapter from AC 
power before you disconnect it from the antenna. 

PLACING THE ANTENNA 

To get the best performance from your antenna, place it on top of your 
TV or on a non-metal flat surface near your TV. Por the best results, 
make sure the antenna is away from obstructions such as metal cabi- 
nets. (Higher frequencies are noticeably affected by obstructions.) Do 
not place the antenna near any metal surface such as a refrigerator, a 
metal door or wall, or a water pipe behind a wall as this could greatly 
reduce the antenna’s ability to receive signals. 

If your TV does not have a large flat top surface, pull down the hinged 
foot on the bottom of the antenna and adjust it to fit the top of the TV. 



INSTALLATION 

1. Connect the supplied coaxial cable between the antenna’s 75- 
OHM connector and your TV’s 75-ohm connector. 

Note: If your TV has screw terminals for VHP connection, con- 
nect a 75-to-300 Ohm transformer/splitter (not supplied) between 
the supplied coaxial cable and the TV’s VHP terminals. Trans- 
former/splitter’s are available at your local RadioShack store. 


2. Connect the supplied AC adapter to the 15V DC jack at the back of 
the antenna. 

3. Plug the AC adapter into a standard AC outlet. The indicator on 
the top of the antenna lights. 

OPERATION 

Extend the telescoping antenna elements to full length and move them 
to an angle that produces the best reception. (Hold the elements at 
their bases while adjusting.) 

Note: In weak signal areas you might get slightly better reception by 
doing the following: 

• Por VHP Channels 7-13, shorten the telescoping elements 
slightly. 

• Por all other VHP channels, adjust the angle of the telescoping 
elements.
